DEPOSIT BOXES ARE LOOTED 


Hint That Forgeries May be Found— 


Officers May Have Gone Over 


to Canada. 


Chicago, Aug. 8.—Investigation into 


the affairs of the Milwaukee Avenue 
State Bank was continued today by 
Bank Examiner Jones, while the po- 
lice and private detective agencies pur- 
sued the -search for the missing officers 
of the institution, Paul O. Stensland. 
president, and Henry W. Hering, cash- 
ier. If the officers of the law have a 
conclusive clue to the whereabouts of 
the men they will not say so, but so 
far as known there is no definite 
, knowledge of their location. 


The case of Theodore Stensland, vice 


president and son of Paul O. Stens- 
land arrested Tuesday evening charg- 
ed with receiving deposits while know- 
ing the bank was insolvent, will be 
called this afternoon in Justice Sever- 
son's court and probably b& continued, 
pending 
developments. 
Meanwhile 


Stensland is at liberty on bail. 


Depositors in the defunct bank were 


somewhat cheerecl this morning by a 
statement made by Examiner Jones 
that the institution had sufficient as- 
setts to pay at least 25 per cent on 
their holdings. Mr. Jones declined to 
say, although not making a 
definite 


denial, whether thei'e were, as pub- 
lished this morning, a mass of alleged 
forged r-ollftteral 
securities 
in 
th/3 


vaults of the bank, and said to have 
been the work of President Stensland 
and in amount to 
$1,003,000. These 


alleged forged notes are said to aggre- 
gate two hundred. 
j 


As the details of President Stans- 


lands life are gradually 
coming 
to 


light, Jt is said they reveal, an aston- 
ishing state of affairs. 
Common re- 


port has it that Stensland 
did not 


leave the city alone, and that he was 
accompanied by a 
divorced woman, 


•well known as a musician and musical 
critic. It is further stated today that 
the absent banker had been "chum- 
ing" with the woman for some time, 
and that she had been a guest at one 
of the principal hotels of the city at 
the expense of Stensland, who is said 
to have spent thousands in entertain- 
ing her. S'ensland has been a widower 
for six years. The woman in the case, 
it is said, caused an open rupture in 
the relation of Theo. Stensland 
and 


his father. 
The banker was at his 


home between mid-night last Sunday, 
and 9 a. m. Sunday, and when he left 


the banking laws of the state. The 
specific charge on- which he was ar- 
rested was that of having accepted 
deposits at the bank when he knew 
the institution to be insolvent. The 
arrest was made in the office of Chief 
of Police Collins, where Stensland 
went to confer with the head of the 
police department. 


The warrant for the arrest of the 


vice president was sworn out by J. P. 
Straub, a liquor dealer, who declared 
that last Saturday he deposited $350 
in the bank and that Theodore Stens- 
land, as one of the officers of the in- 
stitution, had knowledge then that 
the bank was insolvent. Jacob J. 
Kern, 
a 
former 
state's 
attorney, 


signed bonds for ?5,000 for the re- 
lease of Theodore Stensland. 


Paul 0. Stensland, the millionaire 


president of the bank, has 
been 


officially declared a fugitive 
from 


justice. 
With his personal descrip- 


tion in the hands of the police every- 
where and his bank in the possession 
of a receiver, hourly developments 
showed a deplorable state of finances 
extending over a term of years. 
It 


was discovered that even the safety 
deposit boxes of the bank were looted. 


Promises held out that Stensland 


would appear in Chicago were not ful- 
filled, and it is the belief of the po- 
lice, based on dispatches from several 
northern cities, that he fled to Can- 
ada. Because of his failure to return 
a warrant was issued for his arrest, 
charging embezzlement and violation 
of the Illinois banking laws. 


Henry W. Hering, 
the 
cashier, 


sought on a similar 
warrant, 
is 


thought to have reached the Domin- 
ion by another route. 


Developments give a ray of hope 


for depositors who believed their .sav- 
ings were swept away in the wreck. 
David R. Forgan, vice president of 
the First National bank and-one of 
those to whom the status of the de- 
funet bank's affairs were laid bare, 
declared that probably 70 cents on 
the dollar' will be paid in the final 
adjustment 
The affairs of the bank 


are said to be in an almost hopeless 
tangle, new irregularities being dis- 
closed as the examiners go deeper 
into the 
books. Stensland 
loaned 


money to himself, it is alleged, by 
the subterfuge of having employes 
sign the notes.

Kansas City, Aug. 8. — After sus- 


pending two live stock commission 
firms the Kansas City Live Stock Ex- 
change made a ruling that every 
member of the exchange who allies

Kansas City Live Stock Exchange, 
will be suspended from the exchange 
immediately. This action was taken, 
it is believed, because buyers for 
packing houses as members of the 
Kansas City Live Stock Exchange, 
could not afford to forfeit their mem- 
bership, and the exchange does not 
want to lose the support of the pack- 
ers. The firms suspended, Blanchard 
& Ehrke and Burnside & Jordan,

PECULIAR QUESTION AT 


Fugitive Custom Officer Who Objects 


to Doing Time at Sing Sing Would 
Have the Government Conform to 
More Rigid Rules of Honor Than 
Required of Individual.

York, Aug. 8—A peculiar 


question is involved in a criminal 
case pending here. Is it wrong for 
Uncle Sam to resort to expedients to 
punish a public servant who abused 
his trust and then jumped bail to 
escape seizing a term in prison? 


As a judicial opinion, the honor 


of the United States is of more im- 
portance than the punishment of a 
million criminals is the declaration 
made by Judge Hough m the United 
States circuit court here in habeas 
corpus" proceedings on 
behalf 
of 


Charles C. Browne, formerly employed 
in the customs service in this city. 
Browne was extradited in Canada and 
taken to Sing Sing prison to begin a 
two years' term for conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government. 


Browne was convicted of conspir- 


ing to defraud the government and 
sentenced to two years in prison. He 
jumped a ?12,500 bail bond and fled 
to Canada. Extradition was refused 
on the conspiracy charge, but he 
finally was extradited on an amended 
charge of being a fugitive from jus- 
tice. His attorneys expected that he 
would first be brought to New York, 
but instead he was taken direct to 
Sing Sing prison. 


W. M. K. Olcott of counsel for 


Browne denounced the action of the 
Eederal 
authorities 
in extraditing 


Biowne for one offense and incarcer- 
ating him for another as a trick be- 
neath the dignity of the government 
of this country and in violation of 
the treaty with Canada. 


In taking the papers in the case and 


reserving decision, Judge Hough com- 
mented on the Rauscher decision in 
supreme court of tile United States, 
n which the contentions advanced in 
ichalf of Browne were upheld, and it 
was in this connection that he spoke 
of the honor of the United States bc- 
ng of more importance than the con-

LOCK. 


Eugene V. Debs, the great Socialist 


leader, delivered an address of over 
two hours length to a good sized audi- 
ence al. Taylor Hall, Tuesday evening. 
Mr. Debs is a forceful speaker and pre- 
sented his views on the Socialist ques- 
tion with unusual clearness. 


It would be impossible to undertake 


a complete review of the 
address 


giving due value to the points brought 
to view by the speaker in -the course 
of the evening. In substance, the lec- 
ture dealt with the general idea ad- 
vanced by the Socialist party—the co- 
operative 
commonwealth 
system, 


which means, popular ownership and 
co-operative industry- 


In the course of his . address, Mr. 


Debs traced the relationship between 
labor and capital from its earliest form 
to the conditions existing today, stat- 
ing that competition, which is a ne- 
cessary part of business succeas, had 
been forced to become a strife instead 
of a stimulus to trade, that this condi- 
tion was due to the fact that the cap- 
italist controlled the tools, and, con- 
trolling the tools which produce labor, 
control the laborers, and that as long 
'as capital retains control of the pro- 
ducing tools the laboring man will be 
the slave of the capitalist. By way ot 
illustration the speaker referred to An- 
drew Carnegie. 
He owned the steel 


producing tool, the great modern steel 
plant. He could not operate 
it. He 


must have laborers to do it for him, 
and, on the other hand, the workers 
had to sell their labor power to Mr. 
Carnegie, while he has absolute con- 
trol of the tools with which they work 
nd can shut them out when he desires 
or, needing the meager wage, 
they 


work when he wants them to. 


"After producing an article," the 


speaker said, "the laborer comes to buy 
t for his own use, and. after passing 
through fhe 
hands 
of the 
jobber, 


wholesaler, and retailer, he pays for it 
its original cost, paying himself the 
rate handed out by the manufacturer 
to him, as wages, besides paying his 
share of all these "profits of the job- 
bers, wholesalers, and retailers." 


Mr. Debs brought out the import- 


ance of the power of the working man 
which, he stated, is being 
realized 


more-and more and the laborers are 
uniting and moving toward the light. 
The dependency of the rich man upon 
the working class was shown, and at 
this time the statement lhat all men 
stand equal in the eyes of the law was 
contradicted by the speaker who used 
as his example the very fitting illustra- 
tion from real life—the case of a man 
whose family is on the point of star- 
vation. The man goes to the railroad 
tracks and takes some scrap iron, pos- 
sibly enough to furnish bread for his 
starving children. He is caught and 
promptly sent to the penitentiary, 
while the capitalist who is 
crafty 


enough to steal a whole railroad bodi- 
ly, is lauded for his "shrewdness - and 
business ability" and sent to the 
United States Senate. 
This compari- 


son brought forth 
much amusement 


and applause. . 


In referring to whaf 
is commonly 


called the labor market, the speaker 
stated that the reference 
suggested 


slavery, which in truth was the condi- 
.tion of the laborer according to the 
present system. 
He- said that he did 


not blame the 
capitalists for 
they

less Foe of the Standard Oil Company 


Fearless Fighter Whose Courage ,Is Not Lessened Even by a 


Crushing Blow—Physically and Intellectually In His 


Prime, He Stands Both For Manhood and 


Principle and Is the Real Goods 


F 


OR more than thirty-live years 
Lewis Emery has fought the 
Standard Oil company. He is 
practically the only conspicu- 


ous "independent" who has WOK out in 
that sort of a battle. Many times dur- 
ing the long struggle he has been de- 
feated aud forced to the wall, but 
there are some men who are stimu- 
lated more by the bitter cup of defeat 
than others are by wine, and Emery 
belongs to this class. He is a natural 
fighter and is never more pugnacious 
than after receiving a crushing blow. 
In the panic of 1873 he failed and went 
$100,000 to the bad, but paid it all 
back, regained his footing and won his 
way again to fortune. 


Kow, at the age of sixty-seven, this 


veteran in the antitrust war is the re-

for 
governor 
of 


Pennsylvania. If he should win, as 
his followers enthusiastically assert 
that be will, the honor, they say, would 
be a fitting reward for a long service 
in behalf of the people. 


Independent In Business and Politics. 
"I believe in honesty in office and 


government by law—one law for all." 
is Emery's motto.. He* has ever stood 


chose to oppose what he deemed an 
unjust combination uud to retain his 
own self respect and the well wishes 
of mankind. 


Father of Interstate Commerce Act. 
As the head of the Oil Producers' 


association Mr. Emery was practically 
the father of the interstate commerce 
act. lie began the fight for this meas- 
ure iu 1872, when he was the moving 
spirit of a committee which drafted an 
antidiscrimination bill and had it in- 
troduced in congress. It was defeated, 
but was reintroduced at successive 
sessions until finally enacted into law. 
Thus thirty-four years ago Lew Em- 
ery began the struggle against railroad 
rebates, which has now become the 
foremost issue before the American 
people. 


Another fight made by Emery was 


for an independent pipe line to the 
seaboard. He started to build such a 
line, but had to carry it under a bridge 
owned by the Erie railroad. All the 
railroads were in league with the 
Standard, and the Erie enjoined him 
'from crossing under its right of way, 
although to do so would in nowise 
have interfered with its business. The 
case was carried into the courts, and 
Einerv. .was defeated. He then tried

against graft and corporation domina- 
tion 
in polities. He 
opposed 
the 


Pennsylvania railroad when it meant 
political death to do so. He opposed 
John D. Rockefeller when it practi- 
cally meant financial death to do so. 
He fought the Cameron machine, the 
Quay machine and now is fighting the 
Penrose machine. Though a lifelong 
Republican, he has never hesitated to 
support a bolting movement if he "be- 
lieved it right He helped to defeat J. 
Donald Cameron for senator and Beav- 
ers and Delamater for governor, and 
he stumped the state for Berry, who 
was elected state treasurer by the re- 
form movement last fall. He has been 
an independent, not only in business, 
but in politics, and now that the inde- 
pendent uprising is coming throughout 
the nation, perhaps his day of com- 
plete triumph is at hand. 
| 


Lewis Emery, Jr., was born in the 


state of New York and reared ia the 
state of Michigan. For a time he was 
apprenticed in a woolen mill and at 
nineteen became a country school 
teacher. "When of age be joined his 
father in the manufacture of flour, but 
four years later struck out for himself 
and established a sawmill and genera) 
merchandise store in Illinois. Because 
of conditions at the close of the war ' 
this venture turnc-d out badly. Emery 
then went to Pennsylvania at the be- 
ginning of the oil excitement. SSeveral 
more years of hardship and ill luck 
followed, bnt afterward Hie younc 
man struck it rich in the famous Brad- 
ford field nnd 
\vn<; soon not only 


wealthy but one of the foremost opera- 
tors in the state. 


It was at this tinie Hint Ibc real fipht 


of bis life becan. The Standard Oil 
company was b«:innins: its encroach- 
ments, and Emery bf<cnme a member 
of the Oil Producers'atsopiation. which 
waged war on 1n<- Rockefeller inter- j 
e<;ts. Had he ch<v-en to ally himself 
with the Standard people lie micbt 
have become one of thr creat oil kings. , 
fcave amassed iuiJlK>r!«: and have lived , 
to comparative ease aud comfort He 
, 


another route, but this time had to 
cross under the Pennsylvania tracks, 
and was again enjoined, with a similar 
result. At last, after years of effort 
and intervening legislation which he 
himself framed and forced through, he 
reached seaboard and gained an ac- 
cess to the markets for himself and 
other independent producers. 


In 187S Mr. Emery was elected to 


the legislature and helped to defeat 
the Pittsburg riot bill, which was de- 
signed to give the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and others $4,000,000 for the 
property destroyed in the strike of 
1877. 


During the fight on this measure 


State Treasurer Kemble and others of- 
fered bribes amounting to $3,000 for a 
vote and $1.500 for a vote and speech 
in favor of the riot bilL An investiga- 
tion was ordered, and Emery was one 
of the chief witnesses. He bad over- 
heard Kemble make a direct offer to a 
member and had papers and documents 
to prove bis case, all of which he 
brought before the comniittee. 
The 


friends of Kemble were exceedingly 
anxious to secure those papers. Oae 
of tlieui offered an insult to Emery, 
who was then on the witness stand 
with the papers in his baud. That 
combative pcntHnan at om-e proceed- 
«xl to 3'iMtoc? lii-s honor, a free fight 
started, the lights -were turned out the 
combatants W<TP forced out of' the 
room a ixl the <l<ir»r was locked. Get- 
ting a plank. Kiiicry climbed to one of 
the windows <.f the bou*c. forced it 
OJM-TI, entered tlio room and secured his 
papers where iln'v had l>ef-n scattered 
about ihe floor. He jiressr-d tbe in- 
replication and M»c«red the conviction 
of Keroblf ami others. 


A Fearless R|hter. 


In 3SSO the fearless fighterwas elected 


to the state senate, where he continued 
bis ficM agsin>t the grafters and eor- 
p^rntion*: Ii was here that be helped 
defeat Senator Cameron, then tbe head 
of lhostnic*nwbine.and brought about 
the 101-4: ciearllrxk that resulted in the 
election of John L Mitchell to the sen- 


ate. 
FolJow'cg that session, !a 1883, 


Emery ntumped the stato for an Inde- 
pendent Republican candidate for gov- 
ernor. During the session of 1883 he 
made bis famous fight for the free pipe 
line bill and in winning it made it pos- 
sible for independent oil producers to 
have their own pipe lines despite the 
railroad-Standard Oil opposition. 
In 


this same session he also led the fight 
for tbe Humes antidiscrimination bill. 


Probably the most famous legislative 


battle conducted by Seuator Emery, 
however, was for what was known as 
the Billlngsley bill, which was designed 
to regulate the Standard Oil company. 
In the beginning Senator Delamater. 
Matthew Stanley Quay and McManes, 
Republican boss of Philadelphia, were 
for the measure out of a spirit of re- 
venge. 
It passed second and third 


reading, when the Standard Oil com- 
pany got into the game. McManes and 
Delamater owned a gas plant in the 
western part of the state and the 
Standard bought this for .$000,000. As 
a result McManes and Delamater ceased 
their support of the Billingsley bill, 
and the measure died. So bitter was 
Emery over this action that he openly 
charged perfidy and dishonesty on the 
floor of the senate and said that he 
understood Delamater was to be a can- 
didate for governor. Then he dramat- 
ically added, '1 will be against him 
and do my utmost to bring about his 
defeat." 


Delamater was a candidate for gov- 


ernor. 
Emery 
stumped the 
state 


against him, and he was overwhelm- 
ingly defeated by Robert E. Pattison. 


Old War Horse of Bradford, Pa. 


After the session of 1885 Mr. Emery 


withdrew from the state' senate and in 
a way from politics, yet has remained 
the antimonopoly leader of the state. 
Though he has been out of public of- 
fice for over twenty years, the people 
have not forgotten him, and when the 
Lincoln Republicans arose to over- 
throw boss rule it was to the old war 
horse of Bradford that they looked for 
leadership. So popular was he with 
the Democrats that they overthrew the 
state leadership of Colonel James M. 
Guffey in order that they might in- 
dorse the candidacy of Emery for gov- 
ernor. 
- Although nearly threescore and ten, 
this man is at the height of his pow- 
ers. He approaches the fight of his life 
fully equipped and equal to the occa- 
sion. He is in his prime physically 
and intellectually. Age has broadened 
and deepened him, but has not im- 
paired his vigor or curbed his spirit. 
Science and correct living are now set- 
ting the old age line back anyway, 
and in a few years we may expect to 
see men active and forceful until well 
in the eighties. Oslerism never had 
less of an excuse for existence than to- 
day. 


It has been said that the pioneer may 


never expect the reward for his effort; 
that" the agitator can never become the 
leader; that the John the Baptist must 
look for nothing more than to be be- 
headed and forgotten. While rebelling 
against the injustice of this dictum 
men generally have admitted it to be 
true. Here is one that- combats it 
There is no reason why the man who 
stands in the vanguard for truth 
should not be rewarded when her 
cause is triumphant. Nobody but self- 
ish camp followers ever denied him 
such reward. Who is better entitled to 
be tlie leader of a movement than the 
man who has created that movement? 
Of late the word-reform is somewhat 
in disrepute, not because of real re- 
formers, but of spurious ones. Yet it 
is a good word and tbe fact that there 
are counterfeit men who use it does 
not detract from its worth. A genuine 
twenty dollar gold piece is none the 
less desirable because imitation ones 
are in circulation. We only need to 
learn discrimination, so that we can 
detect the false from the true. A self 
seeker always lands himself and his 
followers in the ditch, but the work 
of a man who forgets self and seeks 
to serve truth grows in reputation with 
the years. Lew Emery is the real 
goods. If he had been a self seeker 
there are a hundred places in his ca- 
reer that would have been different 
points at which he could have secured 
wealth and position by turning from 
his principles. 


It has been said that words are 


cheap, but they are so only in the 
mouth of a cheap man. Words always 
reflect the character of the one speak- 
ing. One who can read between the 
lines has no difficulty in determining 
the caliber and sincerity of the one 
penning the lines. It is a matter of 
discrimination again. By any test 
whatsoever the following utterance of 
Lewis Emery rings true: 


"If I take the governor's chair, as 


sure as there is a God who takeSi ac- 
count of tbe actions of men, so help 
me God. the statute laws of this com- 
monwealth shall be enforced and the 
eighth commandment shall be obeyed 
in every department of the public 
service." 


Here is another of the same sort: 
"I trust that I am neither a. dema- 


gogue nor an anarchist I have never 
truckled to power in oruer to curry fa- 
tor nor pandered to tbe vicious in or- 
der to gain votes, but for more than a 
quarter of a century I have labored to 
establish a reign of law. I bave fought 
for popular rights, honest government 
and equality of opportunity wnder the 
law. Tbat is all I now seek." 


Here is one more tbat packs it all 


into a few words: 


"The square deal means equal and 


exact justice for all."' 


Ttoat is It; no discrimination, no fa- 


voritism, no partiality; equal treat- 
ment, fair play, no stacking of tie 
cards, play the game on the level. That 
is all the people demand, and tbat Lew 
Emery is determined they shall have. 


A man with such ideals voiced in 


such direct English and backed by a 
life of such deeds can be trusted.

One of America's greatest actresses. 
"If you were giving advice to a be- 


ginuer what would you say was the 
•urest way to command success." 
I 


am asked^ that question frequently. 
To it I reply: Patience above and be- 
yond everything—patieiiee unending, 
uudyiug patieuee, and the elose, keeu, 
constant study of nature. 


That is the great thing—to be nat- 


ural. It remains art, of course, but it 
Is the art which conceals art, and your 
reproduction of the genuine quality be- 
comes so real after constant and 
thoughtful application that the human 
nature M those who are watching you, 
aud especially in those who. sit away 
up aloft, responds like a heart throb, 
and you get your reward. 


But, no matter how great your suc- 


cess, the studjr must still continue, and 
it means study to a poiut, particularly 
in modern plays, where you are able 
to express thoughts 
and emotions 


without the help of the author's writ- 
ten lines—in other words, where you 
regard the phrases as a mere sugges- 
tion, a slight outward expression of 
the soul underneath. 
You must work 


until you are able to command a per- 
fect blend of thought and emotion in 
every role you undertake. 
With that 


will come the perfect mode of expres- 
sion in voice and gesture, the result 
being nature or its exact counterpart. 


Again, I am often asked if I really 


'feel that I arn the character I am im- 
personating. I say, not at all, and you 
ask how I explain the real tears shed 
in some of my roles. Surely this is 
quite simple. When you weep over an 
affecting passage in a poem or tale it 
is with sympathy, not because you 
think you are the person whose sor- 
rows are set forth and that you are 
suffering under the given conditions. 


Hinging upon that thought, I believe, 


is the whole secret of what the con- 
vincing actor must ever aim at—the 
creation of sympathy.
